was built, ft great ninny stones were taken, 
from tho shore east of tho Providence 
House. In consequence, tho sea began im- 
mediately to wear away the bank, and soon 
it became evident that some action must be 
taken or the road would bo spoiled, which 
extends along find close lo the e,ru bank meat. 
Some three years ngo, tho town expended 
some 3<!00 in carting stones to withstand 
the action of tho sea. 


The work was not sufficient to protect tho 


road permanently, nnd now tho town coun- 
cil has been called upon to take further 
measures. That body referred the mutter to 
tho town nt the March town meeting, and 
appointed Hon. Nicholas Ball a committee 
to see Gen. G. K. "Warren, who has charge 
of tho government's work hero, and ascer- 
tain what indemnity he will make for dam- 
age done in tho prosecution of the work 
upon the breakwater. 


Pending the notion of the parties uamed 


above, private individuals, knowing that 
the ground is about to thnw and that nt 
such n fime tho bank is liable to bo greatly 
worn, have been nt work to save it. Dur- 
ing the past four days, about oae hundred 
tons of stones have been tipped there by 
Messrs. A. D. Mitchell, Nicholas Ball end 
others. 


No loss than thirteen schooners, chiefly 


from Provincetown, are engaged in the cod 
fishery in the vicinity of Block Island, aud 
daily one or more of them go into Newport 
and peck and ship them to tho New York 
market. 
Those considered ,too small for 


packing are sold to patties for from throe to 
live cents each averaging about ouo coat 
per pound, nnd these are peddled arouud 
the city at a small advance imd flud custom- 
ers among all classes. The livers also are 
purchased by parties here, who extract the 
oil from them.

and unique entertainment Tuesday evening. 
A novel idea was well carried into execu- 
tion. Every promise made to the public 
was honestly fulfilled, in each particular, 
and more. This is a matter of commenda- 
tion, as it is not lika tho conduct of other 
aeekers after public favor and support. 


As n foundation upon which the voices 


could rest, there was n good combination of 
stringed instruments. 
Their great value 


for such a purpose is well-known lo those 
who have had experience with vocal and 
instrumental music when combined. Tho 
flute, organ, and piano are excellent for ao- 
oompaniment, or symphony, or filling in of 
harmony, but strings will support, sustain, 
lift up, rest, if we may use tho word, im- 


Aad these Instruments were played in 


general, smoothly and evenly. 
At ono 


time, previous to tho close of the first part, 
they were a trifle sharp, particularly on the 
bass, bat this war quickly remedied. 


Tho voca! bass was simply magnificent 


in quality and volume. No city in New 
England, its equal in population, can excel 
Newport in excellent bass voices—to say 
nothing of contra basso voices. 


There were also very fine tenor voices. And 


if the latter could have been united on the 
same part, as were tho bo'ss on ono part, 
they would in volume have equalled the 
bass. But being from the necessities of the 
case, divided into two parts, and at intervals 
into three, at times they were not quite 
strong enough to give n round chord. "Hain- 
bow" tired the tenors severely, leading them 
up to a or b, requiring an usual compass 
for chorus voices.

poor business for both parties. It ia to tho 
interest ot the tenant (o spend na little for 
oilta labor its possible, because the owner 
of the land gets half Iho benefit, without 
bearing any of tho expense. 
Whtm the 


country was now and tho laud rich, a man 
could, perhaps, 
afford to give half tho 


products, as bo could got fair crops vfith 
little labor; but now that tlio land is rnoro 
or less run down, and it is necessary to 
build it up with manure nutl good culture, 
it is impossible for a man lo expend tho 
necessary labor aud gi?o half the produce 
for rant. It may bo done for a year or two 
on land in high condition ; bat tho farm 
must iuovili.bly deteriorate undo!: tho sys- 
tem. A man might afford lo rent n grass- 
form on shares, but not an arable farm. 
It 


is difficult to tako ono of our ordinary run- 
down farm* and raise enough from it, for 
the first fow years, to pay the cost of labor 
and support 
tho teams. It 
would be 


cheaper, so far as immediate proflt is con- 
cerned, to pay one hundred dollars an acre 
for a farm in high condition, with good 
buildings aud fences, than to accept as a 
gift one of these run-down farms. 
It is 


time this matter \vas understood, so that 
those uneasy mortals who are always ox- 
pooling to sell, aud consequently make no 
efforts to keep up and improve tho land, 
should bo compelled to turn over a now 
leaf, or else dispose of their farms at a low 
figure.—[Ohio Farmer.
